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JUVENILE-COURT STATISTICS. 1940-42) 


The year 1942 is the sixteenth successive calendar 
year for which the Children's Bureau has collected 
statistics on juvenile-delinquency cases disposed of 
by courts. Although this series does not furnish a 
complete picture of juvenile delinquency for the years 
concerned, it does furnish the most comprehensive body 
of information for these years now available. The 
figures for the different years represent some vari- 
ation in the courts reporting, but in general the nun- 
ber of courts and the population represented have 
grown--from 43 courts in 1927, representing about 15 
percent of the population of the United States, to 


471 courts in 1942, representing more than 35 percent. 


More than nine-tenths of the courts included for 
1942 reported through a State-wide system sponsored by 
a State agency; these courts were located in eight 
States: Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, Ohio, Indiana, Missouri, and Utah. The re- 
maining courts, in 19 States and the District of 


Columbia, reported directly to the Children's Bureau. 


TABULAR MATERIAL IN THIS REPORT 

The location of the areas served by all the courts 
that reported in 1940 (514 courts), or in 1941 (540 
courts), or in 1942 (471 courts), is shown in table 1, 
which classifies by race the boys' and girls' cases 
disposed of in each of these 3 years.” The cases dis- 
posed of have not been totaled in this table, as com- 
parison of such totals would be meaningless on account 
of the variation among the 3 years in the courts 


reporting. 


The effect of rapid changes in population upon the 
number of juvenile-delinquency cases in war-impact 
areas is suggested in table 2, which shows the number 
of cases disposed of in 1940, 1941, and 1942 by a num- 
ber of courts serving areas with large populations, 
with the areas divided into two groups--areas where 
the population increased and those where it decreased 


from 1940 to 1942. 
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The nature of the changes that took place in juvenile- 
delinquency cases between 1940 and 1942 is suggested 
in tables 3 to 7; these tables analyze the cases dis- 
posed of by 26 courts that reported on individual 
eases for 1940, 1941, and 1942.° In these tables the 
figures for boys' and girls' cases, by race, are 
analyzed in detail in relation to reason for reference 
to court and disposition of case, as well as age of 
child when referred to court, previous court experience, 
and source of reference to court. In tables 8 and 9 
the figures for cases disposed of by the 26 courts are 
analyzed--for 1942 only--for certain geographic divi- 
sions of the United States, in relation to some of 


these items. 


WAR=IMPACT AREAS AND JUVENILE-DELINQUENCY CASES 


With the outbreak of the present war it was antici- 
pated, chiefly on the basis of experience during the 
first World War andthe more recent experience in Great 
Britain, that juvenile delinquency in the United States 
would increase. Some indication of the effect of the 
war on the number of juvenile-delinquency cases dis- 
posed of by courts may be obtained by comparing the 
number of cases reported by courts serving areas where 
the population increased during the war years® with 
the number reported by courts serving areas where the 
population decreased--areas that as a rule were less 


affected by war conditions. 


Reports were available for 83 courts serving areas 
of 100,000 or more population. Of these areas 41 had 
increased in population in 1942 over 1940, and the 
cases disposed of by these courts were compared with 
those disposed of by the remaining 2, which served 
areas that had decreased in population. (Table 2.) 
The number of juvenile-delinquency cases disposed of 
by the total 83 courts rose by 16 percent between 1940 
and 1942. In the 41 areas where the population in- 
creased, the cases rose 18 percent, in contrast to 
only 9 percent in the 42 areas where the population 


decreased. 
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The percentage rise in juvenile-delinquency cases 
disposed of in the areas where the population increased 
was greater from both 1940 to 1941 and 1941 to 1942 than 
in the areas where it decreased. As it is probable that 
variations in the child population were insignificant 
compared with the increases in juvenile-delinquency 
cases, this analysis of the reports from 83 courts 
indicates that in the growing war-production centers 
delinquency was accentuated by wartime conditions. 

From 1940 to 1941 and from 1941 to 1942, in both 
types of areas, the percentage rises for girls' cases 
were greater than those for boys' cases. In the areas 
of increasing population the percentage rise from 1941 
to 1942 was smaller for boys but larger for girls than 
the comparable rise from 1940 to 1941. In the areas 
of decreasing population the percentage rise for boys' 
cases from 1941 to 1942 was the same as it was from 
1940 to 1941; for girls' cases it was more than twice 
as large. There was less difference between the two 
types of areas in percentage rises, for both boys' and 


girls' cases, from 1941 to 1942 than from 1940 to 1941. 


When the reports for the 83 courts are combined, the 
increases in juvenile-delinquency cases from 1940 to 
1942 are striking, but not all these courts reported 
such increases. In 19 of the 83 courts there were 
fewer cases of delinquency in 1942 than in 1940; and 
5 of these courts served communities in areas with 
increasing populations--San Diego, Calif.; Dayton, 


Canton, and Cincinnati, Ohio; and Shreveport, La. 


Nor were the increases consistent for boys' and 
girls' cases reported in areas in which other large 
cities are located. The Wayne County (Detroit), Mich., 
court reported 150 more boys' cases in 1941 than in 
1940, but only 105 more in 1942 than in 1940--a net 
increase in boys' cases of 6 percent from 1940 to 
1942; girls' cases in the same court increased by 
136--approximately 63 percent--from 1940 to 1942. The 
Erie County (Buffalo), N. Y., court had 185 fewer 
boys' cases in 1942 than in 1941; girls' cases in- 
creased from 96 in 1940 to 136 in 1941 and then de- 
creased to 130 in 1942. In Allegheny County (Pittsburgh), 
Pa., although the number of girls' cases increased, 


10 fewer boys' cases were disposed of by the court in 


1942 than in1940. In Dade County (Miami), Fla., boys' 
cases dropped from 545 to 487 between 1940 and 1942, 
but girls' cases rose from 125 in 1940 to 148 in 1942. 
In Spokane County (Spokane), Wash., boys' cases rose 
from 391 to 470 between 1940 and 1941 but dropped to 
389 in 1942, while the number of girls' cases for the 


3-year period was 90, 89, and 114 respectively. 


DATA FROM COURTS SERVING CERTAIN NONURBAN AREAS 


If courts other than those in large urban areas are 
considered, it becomes even more evident that the in- 
crease in juvenile-delinquency cases was far from 
universal. Comparable reports for 1940 and 1942 are 
available for 130 courts serving small cities, towns, 
or rural areas in Massachusetts, New York, Ohio, and 
Rhode Island. In 49 of these courts the number of 
juvenile-delinquency cases decreased; in 73 they in- 
creased; and in 8 the number remained the same. In 37 
of the 130 courts both boys' and girls' cases increased; 
in 19 both boys' and girls' cases decreased; and in 4 
no change occurred in either ‘group. In more than half 
of the courts (70) there were increases for cases of 


one sex and decreases or no change for the other. 


TWENTY-SIX COURTS THAT REPORTED ON INDIVIDUAL CASES 


Twenty-six courts that reported on individual cases 
for each of the 3 years 1940, 1941, and 1942 provide a 
basis for discussion of several conclusions presented 
in previous Children's Bureau reports on juvenile- 
court statistics,” especially for the period 1934-39. 
Because, as table 3 shows, these courts represent only 
seven of the nine geographic divisions of the United 
States, andonly a few of the principal cities, detailed 
comparisons will not be made in this report. The data 
shown in these tables, however, provide a springboard 
for certain queries that need to be answered if under- 
standing of the extent and nature of delinquency is to 
be furthered. In the main these data agree with the 
data for the earlier years, as will be noted in the 
following sections. 


Tne figures for the earlier years showed that among 
boys' cases the most frequent reason for reference to 
court was stealing, and among girls' cases ungovernable 
behavior; that the most frequent disposition of cases 
was “Dismissed, adjusted, or held open without further 
action"; that the age group in which the largest num- 
ber of delinquents fell was 14 years of age and over; 


and that the most frequent source of reference was the 











police.

These comparisons were made with reentage distributions 
shown in summary table or derived from source presented 
in previous reports of the Children's Bureau. will be seen 
by reference to the previous reports, the number of courts re- 


porting varied from year to year. 
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Race and Sex of Child. 





More boys' than girls' cases were disposed of by the 
26 courts in 1940, 1941, and 1942, but the rate of 
increase between 1940 and 1942 among the boys' cases 
was smaller than that among the girls'. In the earlier 
years of reporting (1934-39) the ratio of boys' to 
girls' cases was about six to one. In 1942 the ratio 


dropped, and for the 26 courts was closer to five to or 


Among the cases reported by the 26 courts there were 
proportionately more cases of Negro than of white 
children both in 1940 and in 1942 if the two groups 
are considered in relation to the total number of each 
race in the population. However, the percentage in- 
crease from 1940 to 1942 among the cases of white 
children was more than 24 times that among the Negro 
children. The percentage increase among white girls 
was about twice that among Negro girls, and the in- 
crease among white boys more than three times that 


among Negro boys. 


Age of Child. 


In both 1940 and 1942 less than 5 percent of the 
cases disposed of by the 26 courts were those of 
children who were under 1 years of age when referred 
to court; 25 to 30 percent were cases of children 10 
to 13, and the remainder were 14 or over. (Table 4.) 
This was approximately the same distribution as in the 
earlier years. telatively few juvenile courts have 
jurisdiction over young people who have attained their 


eighteenth birthday. 


Reason for Reference to Court and Disposition of Case. 





In 1940 and in 1942, as in the earlier years, steal- 
ing accounted for most of the boys' cases referred to 
the courts. Of the cases disposed of by the 26 courts, 
50 percent were referred for this reason in 1940 and 
43 percent in 1942. Among girls' cases the percentage 
referred for stealing, although somewhat higher than 
in the earlier years, was in every year much lower 
than the percentage of boys' cases so referred; the 
percentage for girls' cases was 17 in 1940 and 16 in 
1942. 

Acts of carelessness or mischief, as in the earlier 
years, ranked second for boys--20 percent of the total 
boys' cases in 1940; 19 percent in 1942; for girls' 
cases this reason for reference accounted for only 


10 percent of the cases in both 1940 and 1942. 


As in the earlier years ungovernable behavior was 
the chief reason for which girls' cases were referred 


to court in 1940 and 1942. The percentage of girls'

cases referred for this reason plus those referred for 
running away was 42 in 1940 and 44 in 1942; in the 
earlier years the percentege ranged from 41 to 50. In 
contrast, only about 9 to 10 percent of the boys' 
cases in 1940 and 1942 were referred for these two 
reasons; in the earlier years the range was from 9 to 
14 percent. These two reasons for reference, together 
with sex offenses, accounted for almost 60 percent of 
the girls' cases in 1940 and in 1942. (Ungovernable 
behavior, running away, and sex offense must be con- 
Sidered in connection with one another because un- 


governable behavior and running away frequently involve 
sex offenses, and also because some courts use the 


term "ungovernable behavior” to avoid recording a sex 


offense in official records.) 


Small changes in the distribution of the reasons for 
referral of boys' and girls' cases to court in the 
different years do not in themselves throw much light 
on changes in types of misbehavior. If, however, there 
is a relation between the disposition of cases and the 
reason for their reference to court, an increase in 
the proportion of dismissals may be interpreted as 
reflecting an increase in the number of cases referred 
to court for comparatively slight offenses. The per- 
centages of cases referred to the 26 courts (table 5) 
for stealing, acts of carelessness or mischief, and 
ungovernable behavior or running away, which were 
dismissed, adjusted, or held open without further 


action in 1940 and 1942 are as follows: 
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The differences in the proportions of cases that 
were dismissed, adjusted, or held open without further 
action, among white and Negro girls referred for 
stealing and for ungovernable behavior or running away 
are marked in 1942. Although part of the explanation 
for the larger proportion of cases of Negro girls so 
disposed of may be a paucity of services for them in 
some communities, the data may also indicate that 
Negro girls are referred to court far more frequently 
than white girls in cases for which there is less 
evidence of serious misbehavior. The high proportion 


of cases so disposed of, among both girls and boys 
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whose cases were referred for acts of carelessness or 
mischief, suggests that in many of these cases there 
may have been no need in the first place for reference 


to court. 


Source of Reference to Court and Reason for Reference. 





Children are directly referred to juvenile courts, 
not only by the police, but by parents, school] authori- 
ties, and social agencies. The proportion of both 
boys' and girls' cases referred by the police was 
higher in 1940 and in 1942 than in the earlier years.” 
In 1940, for the 26 courts, this percentage was 82 for 
boys' cases and 52for girls', and by 1942 the comparable 
percentages had become 83 for boys and 57 for girls. 
(Table 4.) 


When the reasons for reference to court are studied 
in relation to the source of reference the large per- 
centage of cases referred by the police for stealing 
and for acts of carelessness or mischief, as compared 
with the percentages referred by the police for other 


reasons, is noticeable. (Table 6.) 


In 1940, among the boys' cases referred for steal- 
ing, 90 percent of the white boys' cases and 93 per- 
cent of the Negro boys' were referred by the police; in 
1942 the comparable percentages were 92 and 95. In 
both years more than 80 percent of the boys’ cases 
referred for acts of carelessness or mischief were 


referred by the police. 


Among the girls' cases also the police were in- 
creasingly important as the source of reference. In 
1940 the police were the source of reference for 81 
percent of the girls' cases referred for stealing, and 
in 1942, of 87 percent, but among the cases referred 
for acts of carelessness or mischief the percentage 


was lower: 64 percent in 1940 and 73 percent in 1942. 


Ungovernable behavior and running away are generally 
recognized as conduct of a different order from acts 
against property, such’ as stealing. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, to find that parents or relatives 
continued to be a more important source of reference 
in cases of this type, particularly in girls' cases, 


than in cases referred for other reasons. 


visposition of Case and Source of Reference to Court. 





In the earlier years slightly more than 45 percent 
of the cases disposed of by the courts were dismissed, 
adjusted, or held open without further action; in more 
than 30 percent of the cases the child was placed on 
probation; in 10 percent he was committed to an insti- 
tution or referred to it without formal] commitment; 
and the remaining cases were listed under "other dis- 


positions." In 1940 and in 1942 among the cases 


disposed of by the 26 courts the percentage of cases 
dismissed, adjusted, or held open without further 
action was much greater--56 in each of these years. 
The proportion of cases in which the child was com- 


mitted or referred to an institution in 1940 and in 


1942 was 9 percent and 8 percent respectively for the 
boys' cases, and 14 percent in both years for the 
girls' (table 4); in the earlier years otf reporting 
(1934-1939) the boys' percentages ranged from 8 to 11 


and the girls' from 13 to 20. 


When analysis is done by race (table 7) it appears 
that in both 1940 and 1942 a somewhat higher proportion 
of the dismissals of cases of Negro boys (89 percent) 
than of white boys (about 85 percent) were cases re- 
ferred by the police. Also a higher proportion of the 
dismissals of cases of Negro girls (60 percent) than 


of white girls (51 percent) were police referrals. 


The question arises as to whether some police officers 
are more likely to bring Negro children to court for 


stealing than white children. 


Also, to what extent does unequal provision of com- 
munity services for white and Negro children determine 
the disposition made by the court of cases of white 
and Negro children? Another obvious question is: 
What part do factors such as the area of residence of 
children and the number of police provided play in the 
apprehension of children engaging in suspicious or 


apparently antisocial behavior? 


Previous Court Experience of Child. 





Among the cases disposed of by the 26 courts, in 
both 1940 and 1942, the proportion of cases for both 
boys and girls, especially for boys, in which the 
child had had previous court experience was greater 
among children of foreign or mixed parentage and among 
Negro children than among white children of native 


parentage. The percentages are as follows:

In this connection, however, it should be realized 
that differences in community attitudes may sometimes 
determine whether one group of children is referred to 
court more thananother. (Other factors also, of course, 


influence the incidence of recidivism, such as family 


income, neighborhood of residence, and other social and 
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economic factors that are related to delinquency in 
general; but data on these are not available for the 
children whose cases are reported in these statistics. 


Regional Differences. 





Tables 8 and 9 show, for 1942 only, differences 
among certain geographic divisions of the United States 
with regard to white and Negro boys' and girls' cases, 
classified according to reason for reference to court, 
source of reference, and disposition of case. Of the 
many observations that might be made, the most striking 
concern the proportions of white and Negro girls' cases 
referred to the court for certain reasons in 1942 in 
different parts of the country. In the East North 
Central Division the proportion of Negro girls' cases 
referred for sex offenses was the same as that for 
stealing--20 percent. In the South Atlantic Division, 
in contrast, sex offense was the reason for reference 
in only 6 percent of the Negro girls' cases, as com- 
pared with 27 percent for stealing. The question 
arises: Do regional differences in attitudes toward 
specific types of behavior affect the referral of 


children to the court? 


LIMITATIONS OF JUVENILE-COURT STATISTICS 

Such questions as those raised in the preceding 
paragraphs emphasize the difficulties of making 
meaningful comparisons between communities on the 
extent of juvenile delinquency, based upon juvenile- 
court statistics. These statistics are better adapted 
for comparison of the same community from year to year, 
but even in such comparison care is necessary. rc 2 
child is caught violating the law afd his case is 
referred to the juvenile court, the case is counted in 
the court's statistics of juvenile delinquency. If 
another child likewise violates the law but is not 
caught, or is dealt with informally by the police, or 
is referred by the police to a social agency, his case 
is not included in the statistics. Because in the 
juvenile-court laws delinquency is so loosely defined 
that it covers the whole gamut of undesirable behavior, 
many of the acts for which children are referred to 
juvenile courts are obviously of a very different 
character from what is usually considered lawbreaking. 
Reasons for referral may range from ungovernable 
behavior to assault; from using obscene language to 
stealing large sums of money; from hitching on street 
cars to unlawful entry; from riding a bicycle on the 


sidewalk to robbery. 


Nor are all the cases that might appropriately come 
before the juvenile court referred to it. In some 
communities other agencies assume responsibility for 
children whose cases might otherwise appear in the 


statistics. In consequence the chances that juveniles 


will be brought to court are affected by extraneous 
considerations that may not operate in the case of 
adults who break the law. The increasing proportion 
of referrals by the police, especially noticeable for 
girls' cases, suggests that part of the increase in 
juvenile delinquency as measured by court cases may be 
due to increased attention of the police to behavior 
which they may.have previously ignored. Tuvenile-de- 
linquency statistics as now obtained are limited to 
cases that reach the courts, and therefore they are 
affected by the varying procedures mentioned. Juvenile- 
court statistics on delinquency do not necessarily 
reflect the extent and nature of a given kind of be- 
havior and cannot, therefore, be used alone to sub- 
Sstantiate belief in the existence of an over-all rise 
in the kind of behavior about which a community should 


be concerned. 


IMPROVEMENT OF JUVENILE-DELINQUENCY STATISTICS 

Strengthening of statistics on juvenile delinquency 
requires an extension of the coverage of the data in 
two directions. Wider coverage than is provided in an 
accounting of cases known to the juvenile court is 
desirable in any community in which other agencies 
Share with the court the responsibility for handling 
children whose behavior is delinquent. Reports are 
needed particularly on the part played by the police 
in bringing to or keeping from the court children who 
they believe are delinquent. Wide coverage in report- 
ing by agencies other than the juvenile court would 
encourage emphasis on classification of the kinds of 
behavior exhibited and on the characteristics of the 
child rather than on the fact of appearance before the 


juvenile court. 


Wider coverage, in a geographic sense, in the Nation- 
wide reporting of juvenile-court statistics is also 
needed. The Children's Bureau juvenile-court series 
includes a relatively large number of courts in the 
northeastern part of the United States and a com- 
paratively small number of courts in other parts of 
the country. To be representative of the country as 
a whole, fuller reporting is also needed from courts 
in rural areas, particularly those in the southern and 
western parts of the United States. This need may 
well be met by the development of State-wide reporting 
of juvenile-court statistics by State departments of 
public welfare or other State departments. The coop- 
eration of the eight States in which juvenile-court 
reports are now being collected on a State-wide basis 
and the interest of the States in improving the quality 
of their statistics suggest the desirability of in- 
creased emphasis on State reporting in extending the 


coverage of the juvenile-court statistics series.
